DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 12 February 2009 has been accepted and entered. 
Claim 2 is cancelled by this amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see amendment filed 12 February 2009, with respect to 
the rejection of claims 1-5 have been fully considered and are persuasive, in view of the 
presently amended claims. The rejection of claims 1 and 3-5 has been withdrawn. 

Examiner's Amendment 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Jeffrey A. Wyand on 16 April 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 10-12 and 15-17 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1,3-9, 13, 14, and 18-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , this claim is allowable for reasons of record as set 
forth by the applicant in the remarks filed on 12 February 2009, in combination 
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with the amendments to the claim filed with said remarks. Specifically, Uemura et 
al. (US 2003/0197866 A1 , previously cited) fails to show the claimed upper and 
lower conveyance guide plates defining a conveyance path and separated by a 
clearance in a range from about 2 mm to about 3 mm. Further, Uemura does not 
teach illumination and detection during the same period while the object is in the 
aforementioned conveyance path. 

Claims 3-9, 13, 14, and 18-20 are allowable for reasons of dependency. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
